CRIME FOR GAIN. 


Startling Exposures Made by Re- 
porters in a Poisoning Case. 


The Sudden and Suspicious Death of 
Anna Wills, a Pretty Baltimore Girl. 
—Circumstantial Proof That She 
Was Poisoned by a Miss Bean, Who 
Claimed Her Property. 


By Telegrawh to the Post-Dispateh. 

BaLtTiwore, Mp., June 11.—Anna Wills, a comely 
girl of 19, who was recently governess in the fam- 
ily of Mr. Emory, in N. Gillmer street, was taken 
alarmingly ill in the boarding house of Mrs. .Clark- 
son at No. 61 N. Liberty street, on Wednesday. 
She grew worse and Dr. Stewart was called and 
prescribed for her. She said that she was suffering 
from pain in the stomach and that it would soon 
pass away. On Wednesday afternoon Elizabeth 
Bean, who had previously visited the house, went 
to call on Miss Wills. She sat in the sick girl's 
room until 8 p. m. Miss Wills, in the meantime, 
had grown much better. About two hours after 
Miss Bean left, the girl ran from her bed-room and, 
shrieked: Mrs. 
Clarkson, I am dying, come quick.” She. was 
helped back to her room and Dr. Stewart was 
again summoned. He gave her a 


prescription and again ex the opinion that 
she would soon be ail right. About six hours later 
the girl died in great agony. On Friday a Coro- 
ner s inquest decided that she died from natural 
causes. Investigations made by reporters led to 
the belief that the young woman 
DIED FROM POISON. 
The stomach of the deceased has been submitted 
to Professor Wilson, the analytical chemist, who, 
on Tuesday evening last, made a report showing 
that he had discovered evidence of poison. This 
report has been laid before State's Attorney Chas, (I. 
Kerr, and there seems to be little doubt that a 
number of arrests wi be made to-morrow. When 
the story of the first post mortem examination and 
the result of the Coroner's inquest was puvliskéd on 
Saturday, anattache of a morning paper remem- 
bered tuat Miss Bean's name had thrured in various 
courts of the city as a defendant in suits instituted’ 
to set aside deeds of trust in ner favor, made by 
persous without living relatives. As in these old 
cases, Miss Bean appeared at tue Clarkson board- 
ing house shortly after the death of Annie Wills, 
and claimed her property. As authority for this 
ciaim sue produced the following note: Dear Mrs. 
ovupes—I write to teil you that you will never see me 
again alive. Forgive ma for all that 1 have done 
anddo notsay anything toanybody about me. 
See that lam ‘decently buried. Farewell, Lwilil 
meet you in heaven. {Signed}, Anna Weta.” 
Miss Bean then stated she had another note in 
her possession in which the dead girl nad given her 
everything. She thereupon took possession of 
Anva Wills’. trunk and otber property, and moved 
them to No. 88N. Pacific street, where she was 
then stopping. Here the police seized it on Friday, 
Tue trunk was then half empty, although wituesses 
have been who know that Auna Wilis 
bad a liberal suppiy of bhaodsome under-ciothing, 
and a blue casumere and a red casnmere dress, 
with severa: Lats and bonnets for summer anu win- 
ter wear.

Weeks was called on by Annie Wills and filled in 
the application, and the girl made Miss Bean the 
beneticiary. Afterwaras, when questioned as to 
Annie’s motive in makiug Miss bean ner ~ egy mm 
the latter repiied that she was Aunie’s only friend, 
and that she had cared for Annie all her life. Dr.

Loxpom, June 11,—Everything in regard to the 
Government crisis is still unsettled. The Standard 
ve) declares that the Conservatives are 
ready to form a Government at the bidding of the 
Queen. The News (Liberal) urges Mr. Gladstone to 
persist in his resolution to resign, and says that a 
few months of hateful Tory rule will return him 
to power, stronger than ever before.. The Times 
advises the Ministers to reconsider their intention 
of resigning. Itsays the result of the vote Monday 
night was due to the determined measures of the 
Liberal whips for getting the members to attend. 
It plainly intimates that the Ministers will find in 
the Queen an awkward customer who will insist 
upon being given cogent reasons for their proposed 
action, and, even then, will probably refuse to ac- 
cept their resignations. 
THE QUEEN AND THE MINISTRY. 

The Standard says it is understood that the Queen 
has requested Mr. Gladstone to submit to her his

The Conservatives can 
do nothing, the paper argues, until the Queen's 
wishes are made known, and, in the meantime, it is 
doubtful if the Liberal cabinet can hold together 
so great are the differences existing between 
its members. There exists a suspicion 
which daily deepens, the Standard further de- 
clares, that the Gladstone Ministry courted their 
recent defeat for the purpose of concealing behind 
ts excitement tneir own dissensions. The state 
ments made since the defeat by some of the Liberal 
members, who absented themselves from the vote 
on the fatal division, show that the Government 
might have saved themselves on that vote if they 
had cared seriously to do so. 

GLADSTONE TO RETIRE. 

6:30 Pp. M. —- Nearly every hour brings a fresh 
rumor concerning the ministerial question. The 
latest of these rumors is that the Marquis of Hart- 
ington, Secretary of State for War, will 
beasked by the Queen to reconstruct the 
Liberal ministry, Mr. Gladstone to retire. Nothing 
reliable, however, has transpired to-day up to this 
hour. 

The Queen has made an appointment to confer 
with Mr. Gladstone on the present 
crisis in British political affairs. 
The conference will take place next Saturday at 
Balmoral Castle. The Queen hag arranged to re- 
turn to Windsor Castle on the 20th inst. 

WHAT GERMAN DIPLOMATS SAY. 7 

Brain, June 11.—German diplomats allege that 
one of the causes, and the greatest, of the resigna- 
tion of the Gladstone Government was the failure 
of the secret mission of the Earl of 
Roseberry, British Privy 2 to Berlin.

of his foreign policy and concluded to abandon

THE EARLDOM OF LAUDERDALE. 

The Earidom of Lauderdale, to which is attached 
an income of $80,000 a year, is now vacant through 
the death of Sir Charles Barclay Maitland, Baronet 
and twelfth Earl of Maitland, who was struck by 
lightning while riding over a moor on his estate at 
Lauder, Berwickshire, Scotland. on August 12, last 
year. He was unmarried, and the authorities on 
the peerage credited the present claimant as the 
rightful heir, but the contestant, Sir James Mait- 
and, who is a descepdant et the fifth son of the 
sixth Earl, asserts that Richard Maitland, 
the fourth son of the sixth Earl of Lauderdale, 
andfrom whom the claimant alleges to 
be descended, was never married, and therefore bad 
no legitimate issue. Sir Richard Maitland was Adju- 
tant General ef New York Colosy, about 1765. He 
was very popular among the belles of the town, and 
Miss Mary McAdam, one of the prettiest, became 
enamored of him. With him she made a short 
trip to Connecticut. where their marriage bangs 
were published, after which they returnedto New 
York. Then the young girl found, that according 
to English law and custom, there had been no mar- 
riage, but she lived with the English officer, much 
to the scandal of the colony. By him ane had two 
children. He subsequently gave her hu name, and 
February 5, 1778. wrote a will making ner and her 
children his sole beirs, and in July of the same 
year, three days vefore his death, thereis reason 
to believe that be was married to her by the Rev. 
Dr. Ogilvie of Trinity Church. The 
widow removed to the home of some relative at 
New Barbadoes, in New Jersey, where one of Sir 
Richard's brothers, an officer of Lord Cornwallis, 
stationed at the place :

gave her a cottage in Rector street, New York, and 
took ber eldest son, Patrick, or Peter, as he is cailed 
in his father's will, to Scotland with him, From 
this son, who was educated at one of the English 
Universities, and who afterwards prospered and 
was married in India, Maj.

Sir Richard's will is in the Surro- 
rates office. His widow was supposed to 
have been buriea in Trinity Church 
yard, next to the tomb of Alexander Hamilton. but 
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recorded in Burke's “ 
Claim will be set aside. A similar case was tried in 
the House of Lords some years ago. Ons of the 
Sheldon family went to America near the close of 
the * Eighteenth Century, lived for years 
with Ann Mason, and two days before 
he died, married het. He wrote to his brother in 
Scotland: I have this day married Ann Mason and 
made an honest woman of her.”

AN AWFUL CATASTROPHE 

At Thiers, a town inthe departmentof Pay-De- 
Dome, a murder trial has been in progress for 
some days. Yesterday, the last day of the trial, 
the court house was crowded with men and women 
anxious to witness the closing scenes. When fhe 
people were leaving, immediately after the ad- 
journment of the court and were jammed upon the 
stone stair way leading to the street, the Icfty stair- 
case fell The scene that followed was appalling. 
Immense masses of miasonry from above crashed 
down on the struggling people below, grind- 
ng through their flesh and bones and maiming and 
mutilating them in a horrible manner. The fall of 
the staircase and the shrieks of the people lying 
helpiess in the ruins caused a panic in the court- 
room and there was a rush for the now wrecked ex- 
it. Those who were in front were unable to withstand 
the pressure from behind, and were hurled down 
upon the men and women crushed in the fall of the 
staircase, and whom the people in street were al- 
ready striving to rescue. When, at length, the 
panic had exhausted itself and the immense stone 
steps of the fallen stairs had been removed, twenty 
were taken from the ruins dead. The injured num- 
bered not less than sixty, and many of these will 
die of their injuries, A later dispatch from Theirs 
says that in addition to the twenty people killed in 
the Court House disaster yesterday, fully 100 per- 
sons were injured. / Many of the injured are women, 
and their wounds are of a serious character. When 
the massivgstone staircase fell the scene was fear- 
ful to witness. The immense stone steps above, 
with the people upon them, were precipitated upon 


‘the dead and dying below, adding to the horrors 


of the awful spectacle. 
THE DEAD AND INJURED: . 

A still later dispatch from Thiers makes the 
Court House calamity there yesterday by far more 
disastrous in its consequences than the earlier dis- 
patches indicated. The dead already number 
twenty-four. The total number of the injured is 
now placed at 163. Of these fourteen are very 
seriously injured, and some of them ‘will die. 


The Kusso-Afghan Trouble. 
INSISTS THAT THE AMEER IS DEAD. 

Sr. Pererssvre, June 11.—The Novosti (news- 
paper) reaffirms its statement that the Ameer of 
Afghanistan is dead. It says rumors are being 
received continually both from the Caucasus 
and the Afghan frontier of the assassination of the 
Ameer. The Novosti adds that the people of Af- 
ghanistam are in a state of great excifement, the 
rumors of the death of the Ameer having reached 
them, followed by the rumor that Ayoub Khan, the

Tororo, Orr., June 11.—Chancelior Lovd yes- 
terday delivered a lengthy judgment in the import- 
ant suit of the Queen va. the St. Catharines Milling 
and Lumber Company. The case arose out of a 
dispute as to whether the land at Lake Wabagoon 
in the Algoma District, belonged to Ontario or the 
Dominion, The defendants paid $4,000,009 to the 
Dominion Goveroment for a license to cut timber 
on the lands.

A Decision in the Correction Court 
Which Bears on the Harrigan Trial. 


The Lottery Men, Kempf and Bowe, 
Promptly Released — One of the 
Witnesses Excluded as an Alleged 
Perjurer — The Issuing of the 
Warrant Denounced by the Court. 


Considerable interest was displayed in the Court 
of Criminal Correction this morning over the pro- 
ceeding connected with the examination of Adolph 
Kempf and another on 3 charge 
of establishing a lottery, the case 
having @ collateral interest in connection with 
the Harrigan trial now in progress. It will be re- 
membered that at the last session of the Police 
Board the point was sought to be made by the 
prosecution that Chief Harrigan had failed in his 
duty to prosecute the defendants under examina- 
tion this morning, and that, after they had 


been released by the poiice, a warrant had been 
issued against them by the Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney of the Court of Criminal Correction. The 
facts in the ease. which only became apparent after 
an examination below the surface. are that Kempf 
and Bowe were arrested by Detectives Lawler and 
Desmond by order of Vice-Pres dent Biair, of the 
Police Board, who was acting upon the advice of 
Messrs. Bennett & Malone; a firm of private de- 
tectives, who had, for the time being, departed from 
the beaten track of domestic disturbances in 
order to instruct the Police Department ion te art 
of lottery suppression. After the men were ar- 
rested they were taken to the Central Station and 
searched, bags of money and policy sheets being 
found in their possess'on. Sergeant Burke had 
them p aced in the hold-over and devoted himself to 
studying up the law, arriving at the conclusion that 
there was no evidence against the pr.soners, the 
only property which the law declares a man is 
NOT AUTHORIZED TO CARRY 

being burglar tools,counterfeit money and concealed 
weapous. After hd.ding them twea y hours te di- 
charged them, and then began a—for the time being 
—su ul effort on the part of Vice-President 
Blair to piace the police in the light of baving acted 
incorrectly in the matter, First of all, Prosecuting 
Attorney Claiborne was applied to for a warrant for 
the arrest of the released men, but he refused point 
blank to do so, Mr. Dierkes was seen later, and he 
also declined to issue the warrant. Still later, how- 
ever, Mr. Blair made a personal solicitation of Mr. 
Dierkes, wie, quite reluctantly, issued the warrant 
up: un which Ke and Bowe were again arrested. 

ir examination this morning was, to all intents 
aud purposes, as much @ part of the Harrigan trial 
as if the witnesses were testifying before the Police 
Board. and many of the faces seen in the court- 
room were readily mod as those familiar at the 
recent sessions of the former august body.

TOO PROUD TO BEG. 
The Attempted Suicide of Frank 
Iglehart in Chicago. 


A Once Wealthy and Popular Young 
St. Louisan’s Downfall—Penniless 
and Desperate, Iglehart Attempts 
Self: Destruction Rather Than 
Trouble His Friends,

CMI. June 11.—A party of men fishing at the 
foot of Diversey street, Lake View, a northern sub- 
urb of Chicago, late yesterday afterncon, desoried 
a man walk to the end of the pier and deliberate ly 
jump off. The fisherthen rescued him, and finding 
him suffering from the effects of heavy drinking, 
had him gent to the County Hospttal Here it was 
learned that his name was Frank Iglehart, who in 
in November, 1882, pleyed such @ prominent part 
In the scandal of which Mrs. Rush Tevis of St. Louis 
was the heroine. Iglehart came to Chicago about 
two months ago and put op at the 
Brevoort House on Madison street. The 
clerk of that hostelry says that the young man at 
first seemed to have a boundless supply of money, 
but latterly it ran short, and being in arrears for 
buard, he was requested to leave Monday night. He 
did so, and has since wandered around the streets, 
sieepiig anywhere and drinking heavily. When 
reen by your correspondent, Iglehart admitted tnat 
boverty induced him to attempt suicide, but de- 
clined firmly to talk further. He looks pale and 
haegard and utterly worn out. The physicians say 
that he will not likely sutsain much injury from 
his attempt at self~iestrnction. Iglehart spent his 
last nickel for a glass of eer in a miserable Ger- 
man saloon half an hour before he attempted sui- 
cide. The spot he chose for his leap is a lonely, 
desolate locality, some distance from any residence. 
and it is a matter of surprise that he happened to 
be seen in time for a rescue to be made. 

IGLEHART'S PAST CAREER. 

CuicaGco, Int , June 11.—Frank Igiehart, who 
in November, 1882, was connected with one of the 
most sensational cases that ever occurred in. St. 
Louis, attempted suicide yesterday afternoon by 
jumping off à pier near the suburban town of Lake 
View. He was rescued by some fishermen and 
taken to the County Hospital, where it was found 
that he was on the verge of an attack of delirium 
tremens. In 1882, the husband of Mrs. Rush Tevis. 
who is a niece of Gen. Sherman, met Iglehart and 
Mrs. Tevis coming out of a hotel in St. Louis. Pre- 
vious to that, bis suspicions had been aroused, and 
he drew a revoiver and shot Iglehart in the arm. 
Tevis got a divorce from his wife. Afterwards the 
couple became reconciled and lived together. Their 
life was not happy, however, and Tevis committed 
suicide, The case created a great scandal 


in St. Louis at the time, as ali the parties connect- 
ed with it were of h.gh standing in the community, 
and were general favorites in society. Iglehart is 
a man of medium beight, of rather a beavy buiid, 
and wears a dark mustache and beard. is eyes 
are black and deeply set. His whole appearance 
is prepossessing. After he got out of the hospital 
at St. Louis, he went to New York for a short time 
and then went to Glasgow, Mo,, where his father 
has a large farm. He remained there until he came 
to Ch oago, about two months ago. The stigma of 
izlehart’s line of action in St. Lonis has clung to 
bim. Monday night he was two weeks in arrears 
at his hotel and was turned out. Ye ay be went 
to Lake View and spent bis last dime fora drink.

Word was received from Chicago last night that 
Frank Iglehart of this city attempted suicide yes- 
terday morning by jumping from a pier at the foot 
of Devery street, He was rescued sent to the 
County Hospital, where it was discovered that he 
was suffering from a severe attack of delirium tre- 
mens. Ar. Igtehart was at one time prominent in 
social c.rcies here, but he fell frum grace after the

The long looked for Government report on the 
wheat crop is out and, as might have been ex- 
pected, is a disappointment to the trade—a sore 
disappoiutment to the bulls and a glad one to the 
bears. Instead of bringing the crop down to near 
$00,000,000 bushels, it places it nearer 400,000,000 
bushels. The estimate of the total crop is placed 
at 360,000,000 bushe!s, of which 207,000. bushels is 
winter and 153,000,000 bushels spring.

He is taught 
the use of the saw, steel square, bevel, gauge, ham - 
mer, mallet, rule, jack and smoothing planes, chis- 
els, gauges braceg and bits and other carpenter's 
tools, and is taught to do plain carpenter work. He 
is then instructed in wood-turning with simple tools 
at first, until he becomes proficient enough 
to make patterns, from which he is taught to mould 
the objects out of lead or type metal. 

THE PUPIL IS ALSO INTRODUCED 
to the forge, and, beginning with lead, is brought 
up to working in hot and to learning 
the operations of drawing, nding, 3 
punching, welding, tempering, etc., 
connection with making toolg for his own use ata 
more advanced stage, and other simple objects, The 
highest course is that of machine shop work where 
the finishing is done. There he is instructed in the 
use of. tools at the bench and the hand lathe and in 
the use of the engine lathe, drill owen 
and plainer and shaper and ly 
in the construction of a machine. 
Each shop will accommodate from twenty-two to 
twenty-four at one time. Only two hours are given 
each day to the sh and sehool work is carried 
on in conjunction with shop work.

FROM BEEF FAT TO BUTTER. 


The Process of Transformation in an 
Oleomargarine Factory. 
From the Boston Globe. 


Brighton boasts one of the largest and best 
arranged oleomargarine factories in New 
England. Fresh beef fat and suet, obtained at 
the abattoirs, is first placed in pure spring 
water, of a temperature of 55° Fahrenheit, 
and thoroughly washed and freed from animal 
heat, the water being changed several times. 
It remains in the water tanks from twelve to 
twenty hours, and is then thrown apon bench- 
es, where particles of meat and tissue adhering 
to it are removed with sharp knives, and the 

ure fat cut into small pieces. It is then put 
in jiggers—large boxes on wheels—and carried 
to the hashers, where it is reduced to a fine 
pulp. From these it is carried, by means of a 
slide, to a set of huge jacket kettles, capable of 
coutaining about 1,500 pounds each. A jacket 
kettle is a kettle within a kettle. The 
space between the two is filled with 
water, and the latter heated by steam to 180° 
Fahrenheit. The fat, however, is never al- 
lowed to reach a higher temperature than 128°, 
lest its sweet principle of — should be 
destroyed. In each of the jacket kettles is an 
upright shaft, with arms or paddles, which ia 
kept revolving while the kettle is being filled, 
thus keeping the fat in constant motion while 
it is being melted. About two hours after the 
kettles are full the shafts are raised and the 
fat is allowed to settle for about hour. The oil 
is then drawn off—by what are known as 
draw pipes”—into another set of kettles, and 
the scrap or tissue is run off, by a trough, to 
tallow tanks in another department of the fac- 
tory. Inthe second set of kettles the oil is 
subjected to a slightly higher temperature and 
allowed to settle. When perfectly clear it is 
run off into coolers or peg tanks, where it 
remains from thirty-six to forty hours. The 
process which takes place in these 
tanks is the separation of the par- 
ticles of stearine from the oil or oleomar- 

ne. It is then stirred up, and, in a liquid 
orm—resembling light-colored butter and olive 
oil mixed—wrapped in canvas cloths, about 24 
pounds to each cloth. Eight hundred of these 
packages are thus placed in the press (composed 
of fifty iron plates, one above the other) and 
subjected to a hydraulic pressure of 365 tons to 
the square inch, The oil or oleomargarine 
flows through the canvas in amber-colored 
streams, into a large tank, from which it is 
drawn off into tierces. It then closely ro- 
sembles melted tallow, but is without flavor. 
The stearine which remains inthe canvasis 
used principally for hardening lard. The 800 

kages, weighing about one ton, yieids from 

,600 to 1,700 barrels of oil, and from 300 to 400 
pounds of stearine. o pressing takes about 
one hour. The tallow made from the trimmings 
and from the scraps or tissue from the first 
set of kettles is placed in tanks and rendered. 
It is sold to leather dressers and soap manu- 
facturers, and the scraps, which are made into 
huge cheeses, make excellent food for hens and 
hogs. To produce a more perfect butter, the 
oleomargarine, as previously described, -is 
placed in a churn, together with about 25 per 
cent of pure, rich milk, and a portion of sweet 
cream or fine creamery butter. Such colorin 
as is largely used in the best creamertes an 
dairies is also added, It is perfectly simple and 
harmless, being made from the best salad oils, 
and the color of the annato seed. It is then 
churned about thirty minutes, at the same 
8 as ordinary churning, and, when 
the rts are thoroughly incor- 
pora it is drawn into a 9 
tank of pure sprin water, as nearly ice 
cold as possible. The cold water transforms 
the mass into the natural consistency of dairy 
butter, and it is removed from the surface of 
the water by huge scoops. It is then placed in 
refrigerators, where it remains about twenty- 
four hours, the whole mass meanwhile taking 
up the flavor of fine dairy butter. It is then 
salted, like dairy butter, and passed th h 
large workers, which thoroughly distribute t

about half as much as dairy butter. There are 
now some fifteen factoriesin the country, and 
the e of professed oleomargarine from 
New York is about half the value of all the 
butter exported. export of oleomargarine 
oil now amounts from $30,000,000 to 40, 
000,000 annually. It goes almost entirely to 
Holland where it is churned by the same pro- 
used here, and distributed throughout the 
continent and Great Britain. The utilization

Expressions . tates Contractors 
Concerning the Advance.

A General Impression That Snap Judg- 
ment Has Been Taken in Mid-Season 
Mr. Feuerbach’s Suggestion to 
Remedy the Grievance—Views of 
Other Builders. 


— 


The advance in lime established by the manu- 
tacturers pool, particulars of which were pub- 
lished in the Post-Bispaton yesterday, was the 
topic of discussion this morning among builtiers 
around the Mechanics’ Exchange. There seemed 
to be but one opinion as to the action of the manu- 
facturers at this stage of the building season, 
namely, that it was taking snap judgment and 
placing the consumers in a position where they 
could not help themselves, and effecting a serious 
reduction on the margin of their contracts. 

Mr. Michael Kennedy said: “The lime dealers, of 
course, have a perfect right to organize and main- 
tain prices, but they cannot pretend to say that 
five days’ notice is sufficient to give their 
customers ina matter that figures largely in their 
building estimates. Contracts are taken on fiscal 
market values of materials, and if the manufac- 
turer turns round when the job is under way and 
says, The price of supplies will be changed to- 
morrow,’ it places the contractor in a bad hole. 
The lime men could have 2 this decision 
back in the winter just as easily as at present, and 
no one would have complained. As it is, of course, 
there is a good deal of kicking. It is the principle 
of the thing that should be considered." 

WELL PROTECTED. 

Mr. Sparrow of the firm of Patton & Sparrow 
coincided with the views of Mr. Kennedy, but fur- 
thermore remarked: “The price of lime no 
doubt has been cut too low, and the 
manufacturers had to do something of this kind to 

rotect themselves, but in doing it at this time they 
Cove disturbed contracts. Lime has been sold 
here as low as seventeen cents a bushel, and there 
was no living profit on such a basis as that. As to 
the new rules of the poel tending to eradicate long 
credit, the manufacturers. aseverybody knows, are 
well protected by the lienlaw and they run little 
risk. If the money is not forthcoming, there is the 
building. The contractors object naturally to a 
change in the cost of materials at this time, and the 
manufacturers have made a mistake in effecting a 
change or establishing a pool in the middle of the 
season.“ 

Mr. Henry Feuerbach said that the publication of 
the matter in the Post-DispatcH had called general 
attention to it. People outside the building trade 
were interested in associations forming of this 
character. This is not the first pool among the 
lime dealers.“ said Mr. Feuerbach. “They bad 
one atthe time 38 cents per bushel was asked for 
lime in this city. Ido not share the opinion of 
some builders, however, that qualities will decline 
as the result of the pool.

It should have been done dur- 
ing the winter before o contgacts were p 0 
As it is they can renfédy the matter now if they 
choose, by allowing the old rates on contracts 
opened up beforethe pool was established. This 
would only be a matter of justice. If they do not 
maintain qualities we can send to Hannibal and 
other places for our materials. Lime can be de- 
live here from Hannibal at 20 cents a bushel, so 
that it will be to the interest of the association to 
give us the best qualities in the market.
